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Teachers 
may vote 
today

The fate of the teachers’ contract may 
be decided by the teachers today. They 
could vote at Thursday’s general mem- 
bership meeting on the latest School Com- 
mittee contract offer. 

That offer, of a 15.3 percent raise over 
two years, including longevity increases, 
expires Friday at 2 p.m., according to the 
committee. 

“Tt is my understanding that the teach- 
ers will take a vote during the meeting on 
Thursday,”’ said John Givens, an Engligh 
teacher at Doherty Middle School. 

The School Committee’s latest, and 
members say final offer was made public 
Tuesday morning when committee mem- 
ber Richard Hubbell released the num- 
bers to the media after the teachers 
instituted a ‘“‘work to rule” policy. At the 
same time, teachers staged what they 
call a demonstration and some call pick- 
eting, before and after school. 

Work to rule means teachers will per- 
form only duties for which they are paid. 
Teachers are paid stipends for advisor 
and coaching positions, so those activities 
aren’t curtailed by the work to rule ac- 
tion. Teachers said what would be cur- 
tailed are teachers’ conferences with

Two charged 
with cash 
machine break

Two men were arrested this week 
and charged with the attempted rob- 
bery of an automatic teller machine 
at the Market Basket grocery store 
in Shawsheen Plaza on Feb. 6. 

The Baybank ATM was pulled out 
of the wall with a truck, but was left 
on the sidewalk unopened, according 
to police.

Board OKs 
church home

The Planning Board Tuesday 
night approved a site plan for the 
proposed new home of the New En- 
gland Bible Church on an 11-acre lot 
off Chandler Road near Route 495. 

The church is planning to con- 
struct a 350-seat chapel with accom- 
modations for a istian school, 
kindergarten through grade 12. 

But Town Planner Stephen Colyer 
is not altogether satisfied with the 
plans, which he said are still incom- 
plete. 

“At least one of the board mem- 
bers had a problem with the traffic 
study. The study has not been com- 
pleted,’ Mr. Colyer said. 

The church has not produced the 
information the Planning Board has 
needed all through the negotiations, 
according to the planner. 

“Tt’s been a real tug-of-war for 
two years,’’ Mr. Colyer said. “‘I hate 
to paint a negative picture, but I 
think there will be more problems 
with this than meets the eye.” 

The decision comes after two 
years of negotiations and court liti- 
gation, which at times turned the is- 
sue from one of zoning and land 
development to a duel between 
church and state, according to Mr. 
Colyer. 

Two years ago the church asked 
the Planning Board to modify a site 
plan review approved back in 1975. 

That plan had created a ‘“‘paper”’ 
street in order to allow a two-lot sub- 
division so the owner, living in an 
existing house, could sell off the 
large piece of land. The approval 
also restricted development to two 
ots. 

But nothing was ever built. 

In 1988, the Planning Board denied 
the modification to the plan for lack 
of information. The church appealed 
the decision to the Massachusetts 
Land Court and that is when it was 
played up as a power struggle, Coly- 
er said. 

“Tt turned into a church against 
the state issue when it shouldn’t 
have,” Mr. Colyer said. 

Judge Marilyn Sullivan voted 
against the Planning Board, amend- 
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ing the plan herself, according to 
Mr. Colyer. 

The Planning Board appealed 
Judge Sullivan’s decision and that 
case is still pending. But an 
agreement to dismiss both court ac- 
tions is tied in with the site plan ap- 
proved Tuesday night, according to 
Mr. Colyer.

The upgrade itself was no mean feat. 

A computer s that can monitor 
the plant’s various processes, and an 
ozone treatment facility, among the most 


advanced of its kind, are just two of the 
changes involved. 
Other items introduced to the plant in-

seven new pumps (they look like big 
purine) to move the water in and out of 

é plant, a new laboratory, chemical 
feed pumps, chemical storage tanks, one 
new generator and two new filter tanks. 
(Fish tanks fit for a killer whale.) Four 
old filters were completely rebuilt. 

During the three years of construction, 
the plant continued processing its usual 
5.5 million gallons of water a day, approx- 
imately 2 billion ales a year, like 
clock-work. With all that construction in 
progress, some people might consider 
that achievement pure magic. Mr. Mc- 
Quade admits it wasn’t easy, 

“Tt was a horror show that I’d never do 
again,” Mr. McQuade said. 

The town is planning a dedication cere- 
mony for the redone plant sometime this 
spring. At that time, the plant will open 
for public tours, 

But Mr. McQuade and John Pollano, 
plant superintendent, took time last week 

0 give a few visitors a sneak preview of

High technology advantage

Following the flow 

Haggetts Pond is the town’s water rese- 
voir, but by itself the pond can only pro- 
vide about 1 million gallons of water a 
year. Andover uses about 6 million gal- 
lons of water in a year. 


“Tt doesn’t have the capacity to supply - 


Andover on its own so it’s supplemented 
hy the Merrimack River,” Mr. Pollano 
said. 

A pumping station on the Merrimack 
River, at the mouth of the Fish Brook, 
diverts water into the north end of Hag- 
getts Pond. 

Water stays in the pond an average of 
six months before it reaches the treat- 
ment plant. The natural processes of 
wind, rain and sun take some pollutants 
out of the water as it moves through the 
pond, Other particles settle to the bottom. 

Once at the plant on the south end of the 
resevoir, the water flows into a raw water 


well, and is pumped through a screen (to 
keep the fish out) to begin the treatment 
process. 

Ozonation 


The first treatment the water will go 
through is ozonation, the most advanced 
water purification process and part of 
what makes this plant so unique. 

“We're using ozone as a disinfectant,” 
said Mr. McQuade.

a coat of shiny protective varnish 
called a clear coat. Rain often car- 
ries sulfuric acid, which can eat 
through the clear coat causing dam- 
age that looks like water spots, but 
cannot be removed.

In hard water areas, profes- 
sional car washes soften and demi- 
neralize the final rinse to eliminate 
per Car washes adjust the 
cleaning solutions depending on the 
season and in summer a high per- 
centage of bug-removing solutions 
are added. In water scarce areas, 
association officials note that profes- 
sional car washing uses less water 
than the at-home, hose and bucket 
method — 30 gallons versus up to 148 
gallons. 

e The major cause of cars rusting 


out is dirt and road grime sticking to 
crevices. This holds moisture to the 
undercarriage. Professional car 
washes offer an undercarriage 
spray that removes dirt and adds a 
rust inhibitor to reduce the effect of 
corrosive road grime. 

e To get your car off to the right 
start this spring, consider a hand-ap- 


plied top-of-the-line wax. These 
waxes are buffed with power buffers 
that heat the car’s surface to bur- 
nish the wax and produce a more 
glossy, protective shine. Between 
top-of-line waxing, automatically 
applied waxing will pene the 
shine and protection.

parents or students, but scheduled parent 
conferences have already been held this 
year. 

Still, some School Committee members 
are not happy with the work to rule deci- 
sion. 

“I’m not going to be mistrusted,’’ Mr. 
Hubbell told the Townsman Tuesday 
morning, when talking about his own and 
not the School Committee’s decision to 
make public the contract numbers. ‘I’m 
going to tell it like it is.’’ 

One teacher, a member of the union’s 
bargining team, who asked not to be 
named, called the committee’s proposed 
raise figure misleading. The teacher said 
it included the already instituted increas- 
es teachers receive when they move up 
the pay scale in step and track. 

The teachers’ bargining team previous- 
ly proposed a 17 percent increase over 
two years. Sheila Eckoff, president of the 
teachers’ union, said the teachers had 
moved their proposal down from 17 per- 
cent, but would not disclose the new fig- 


ure. 

Mr. Hubbell’s analysis of the School 
Committee’s proposal shows a 14.1 per- 
cent increase in base salary. Longevity 
increases, which the contract has not con- 
tained in the past, of .5 percent for 15 
years in the school system and .75 percent 
for 20 years-plus would be included in the 
first year and doubled in the second year 
of the contract. 

This offer, according to the School Com- 
mitte, would make Andover teachers the 
highest paid in the Merrimack Valley and 
among the top 10 in the state. 

Mr. Hubbell gave rough figures and 
said that of the approximately 330 teach- 
ers in Andover, 105 of them earned more 
than $40,000 last year and with the com- 
mittee’s offer, those teachers would earn 
more than $45,000. 

He said a few teachers would be paid 
more than $50,000 with the new offer. The 
average teachers’ salary with the first 
year of the offer would be $37,000 to $38,- 
000, according to Mr. Hubbell. Also, with 
the offer, Mr. Hubbell said the lowest sal- 
ary of Andover teachers would be about 
$20,250, which he admitted is ‘nothing to 
rave about.”’ 

Margo Tilghman, chairwoman of the 
School Committee, said 67 percent of the 
Andover teachers are on step 12, the sec- 
ond to last step of the pay scale. 

“This is a senior system,’’ said Mr. 
Hubbell, who added that he is not happy 
that the teachers are not pushing for a 
better raise for those junior teachers en- 
tering the system. Rather, he said, the 
bargaining unit is more interested in se- 
curing raises for those who have been tea- 
ching here a number of years. Mr.

Hubbell maintains that a lot of good tea- 
chers are the new ones who enter with 
innovative, creative ideas. 

“This is a damn good offer,” insisted 
Mr. Hubbell. 

Mr. Hubbell believes the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association is controlling the 
teachers’ negotiations in Andover. He 
said the MTA “‘is trying to create hyste- 
ria, raise the boiling point’’ of teachers. 
And he believes the teachers here won’t 
settle now, that they’ll hold out until the 
March 12 Special Town Meeting when a 
motion will be made to add funds, proba- 
bly from free cash, to the schools’ budget 
so the teachers can get their raise. 

Mrs. Eckoff told the Townsman yester- 
day that she wonders if the School Com- 
mittee is cutting the schools’ budget in 
order to restore free cash. : 

But Mr. Hubbell said, ‘“‘The MTA needs 
to have a bellweather town and Andover 
is their choice. Andover is not deciding 
this issue, the MTA is.’ 

Susan Poore, also a School Committe 
member, agrees. ‘‘The MTA pushing 
hasn’t just added to the tension, it has 
created it. I don’t think we would be 
where we are today without that pres- 
sure,’”’ she said. 

Teachers maintain they are negotiating 
in good faith and are willing to settle a 
reasonable offer. Through pamphlets 
mailed to residents over the past few 
months, teachers have repeatedly said 
the issue is the town’s “‘willingness to pay 
the teachers.” 

Mr. Hubbell was particularly upset that 
the teachers chose to demonstrate Tues- 
day with no warning to the committee, 
and after the committee had made an of- 
fer just four days previously. Mr. Hubbell 
and Mrs. Tilghman complained that the 
teachers’ bargaining unit didn’t take the 
committee’s offer to the teachers right 
away. 

The same teacher who asked not to be 
named said today’s meeting will be the 
first opportunity the bargining team had 
to present the committee’s offer to the 
whote union.. Monday afternoons are set 
aside for individual school staff meetings, 
Tuesday and Wednesday afternoons are 
in-service classes or university course 
days, she said. 

Mr. Hubbell said he can see three out- 
comes of today’s meeting: the teachers 
will settle, they will hold out for Special 
Town Meeting, or they will strike. But he 
said the School Committee has plans to 
keep the schools open if the teachers 
strike. He said the School Committee 
would use substitutes and teachers who 
chose to cross the picket lines. ‘‘And I'll 
teach,” he said. 

Mrs. Tilghman said the committee is

vote. 

I believe that this offer is fair 
and reasonable. In Fiscal Year 
1989 the town of Andover spent 
$11,854,000 for teachers, including 
salaries, stipends, coaching fees 
and special allocations. 

The current offer would cest an 
additional $850,000 in the first year 
and $965,000 in the second year or 
15.3 percent over the two years. 


With the exception of the teachers 
and school administrators, all of 
the other bargaining units in town 
have accepted contracts. Andover 
teachers are the best paid in the 
Merrimack Valley and with this 
offer will be in the top 10 percent 
in the commonwealth. 

As you are all aware, the And- 
over school budget was reduced 
by $570,000 in August. Current rev- 
enue forecasts for the town dictate 


a reduction of $1,274,000 in the pro- 
posed budget for next year, A 
more expensive settlement will re- 
duce the educational alternatives 
in Andover. We have to move 
quickly to a realistic settlement. I 
would hope that the AEA would 
reconsider its outright rejection of 
the School Committee’s final offer.

The following letter was written 
to Margo Tilghman, chairwoman 
of the School Committee, with a 
copy to the Townsman. 

Dear Ms. Tilghman: 

Over the past month I have at- 
tended School Committee meet- 
ings to hear discussions about the 
condition of our school buildings 
and the alternatives to this issue 
under consideration. I am very 
concerned about how this issue is 
being approached. 

Although I have not read your 
charter, I will assume the primary 
goal is to ensure the quality of edu- 
cation in the public school system. 
In order to accomplish that goal it 
is necessary to: 

e Evaluate current and future 
needs; 

e Evaluate alternatives to fulfill 
the needs; 

¢ Perform cost/benefit analysis; 

¢ Deliver the educational serv- 
ices as planned and as financed. 

To effectively evaluate the 
needs you must consider the es- 
sential elements of a quality edu- 
cation for the 1990s and beyond. ‘In 
order for our children to ‘compete

in college it is necessary for them 
to receive, at a minimum, the 
same level of training that their 
peers elsewhere receive. 


National and state education 
standards have changed over the 
past 10 years and it is becoming 
necessary not only to provide the 
basics (math, English, language, 
etc.), but to allow for special serv- 
ices (computer labs, music cen- 
ters, media centers and art 
rooms). In addition, the student- 
teacher ratio, total school size and 
grouping of classes are also areas 
of critical change. Aside from the 
student-teacher ratio, I have not 
heard the School Committee ad- 
dress other needs. 

To properly evaluate alterna- 
tives, you must review the needs 
and determine the value of each 
alternative in relation to those 
needs. During the School Commit- 
tee meetings, I have not heard 
how each proposal (alternative) is 
related to the needs being ad- 
dressed. 

To responsibly perform a cost- 


' /benefit analysis, you must first 
“determine what the benefits ‘are.

The cost of school building renova- 
tions is meaningless unless the as- 
sociated benefits are known. The 
benefits should be weighed for 
each proposal. 


In addition, the cost of not doing 
anything could mean as much as 
the benefits derived from doing 
something. If we do nothing the 
school system will most likely de- 
teriorate. Aside from what this 
could potentially do to our prop- 
erty values, the cost of that is a 
student body ill prepared for col- 
lege or other life endeavors. 


One School Committee member 
said that he attended Andover 
High when there were 1,600 stu- 
dents (the building can only hold 
1,200 students by today’s stan- 
dards). This is irrelevant. His 
statement of condition does not 
make the condition acceptable. I 
would not want my son competing 
for college with a 1:30 teacher-stu- 
dent ratio when his peers have 
been educated under a 1:23 teach- 
er-student ratio or where he has 
not had the benefit of a special

School board 
gives its view 


Editor, Townsman: 
To the citizens of Andover: 

The Andover School Committee and the. 
Andover Education Asssociation negotiat- 
ing teams met the evening of Thursday, 
Feb. 8, for the third time in their most 
recent series of talks. As you know, nego- 
tiations have been underway for over a 
year. During these talks the committee 
has openly addressed the bargaining is- 
sues raised by the AEA and attempted to 
improve teachers’ compensation and 
working conditions. 

Last Thursday, after making little pro- 
gress in five hours of negotiating, the 
School Committee representatives pre- 
sented a final offer, valid until 2 p.m. Fri- 
day, Feb. 16, to the AEA bargaining 
team. The AEA representatives rejecte& 
the offer outright. They also refused to 
discharge their obligation, as representa- 
tives of the Andover teachers, to give the 
entire membership an opportunity to con- 
sider this final offer, with or without their 
recommendation. 

The committee, at the request last Fri- 
day of the AEA president, agreed to meet 
again this week with the union’s negotiat- 
ing team to review the offer. Sunday eve- 
ning the ABA president refused to set a 
date for that meeting. 

Instead, the AEA chose, without notice, 
to negotiate an illegal “‘work-to-rule”’ job 
action. 

Andover’s School Committee, Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee con- 
tinue to exercise fiscal responsibility for 
the town of Andover. With our offer, And- 
over’s teachers continue as the best paid 
in the Merrimack Valley and are well 
within the top 10 percent in the common- 
wealth, 

All of Andover’s bargaining units, with 
the exception of teachers and school ad- 
ministrators, have settled (or are now in 
state of ratification) within town and 
school budget constraints. These units in- 
clude the police, fire, public works, nurs- 
es, secretaries, cafeteria worker 
teaching assistants, custodians and a 
non-unit personnel. The committee is con- 
fident that we have put forth a fair offer 
that, given the opportunity, all the teach- 
ers of Andover can support.

in the 1990s we will need a 60 percent in- 
crease in the number of teachers. The 
school administration in Andover has also 
projected a high turnover of staff. 

e fact that only about 8 percent of 
college students are currently pursuing a 
career in education bespeaks of a severe 
teacher shortage. This means that in or- 
der to attract and keep the best teachers 
to its system, Andover will have to be 
very competitive with its compensation 
and benefits package. 

Andover is not competitive with com- 
parative school systems in Massachusetts 
in terms of salary and benefits. Even the 
New Hampshie border communities offer 
better compensation with fewer de- 
mands. With the state now demanding fu- 
ture educators obtain a master’s degree, 
how is Andover going to convince the best 
and brightest of these graduates to teach 
in Andover when they can do better else- 
where? 

For the past several weeks the employ- 
ment pages of Boston’s newspapers have 
had recruitment ads from suburban com- 
munities outside of Massachusetts ap- 
pealing to “‘highly qualified’’ experienced 
teachers. These school systems offer sal- 
aries, incentives and benefits that are far 
beyond what Andover teachers are 
asking. 

The bottom line is we are, like it or not, 
in serious competition to keep and attract 
teachers and it will get worse as we move 
into the decade. 

We are working with a system of educa- 
tion that has not significantly changed 
since its conception in the 19th century. 
Before we start building new schools or 
renovating old ones, I would like to hear 
from the School Committee how it and the 
system as a whole is going to cope with 

e demands of a 21st century education. 
It would seem that to do this they will 
have to work closely with the educators in 
the system. The current atmosphere is 
certainly not conducive to that end. 

This crisis in education cannot just be 
the concern of parents with school-age 
children. Our education system is the key 
to our economic future and a part of the 
solution to our social problems. Our abili- 
ty to compete in an international econ- 
omy is critical and we are losing the 
battle. 

According to the Economic Policy Insti- 
tute in Washington, the United States 
spends less on elementary and secondary 
education than 13 other industrialized 
countries, including Japan, West Ger- 
many, France and The Netherlands. If we 
can’t do something about this on a nation- 
al level, we certainly can on a local one.
